Online h3rpe 
spurs Alberta 
tornado fears 


Standard. Despite 
being flooded with 
photos and videos, 
Environment Canada 
says Alberta weather 
patterns are typical

Spinning storms out of propor¬ 
tion is an emerging side efect 
of the social-media age, says an 
Alberta meteorologist. 

To date this year, Environ¬ 
ment Canada officials have 
confirmed seven tornados in 
Alberta, three below the typical 
annual average. 

But Dan Kulak, a weather 
preparedness expert, says you 
wouldn’t know it by looking at 
his inbox. 

“I wouldn’t quite call it 
paranoia ... everybody wants 
to document these things that 
are apparently of such great im¬ 
portance,” he said. 


“But we get swamped. How 
many people are taking pic¬ 
tures of the same event? How 
many are taking photos of 
something that’s not what they 
think it is?” 

Kulak routinely deletes 200 
megab 3 Aes of emailed photos, 
most of which detail complete¬ 
ly harmless cloud formations. 

He points to data from Sta¬ 
tistics Canada indicating just 20 
people were killed nationwide 
by cataclysmic weather events 
— tornadoes, hurricanes and 
the like — between 2000-2009. 

Meanwhile, more than 
300,000 lightning strikes hit an¬ 
nually in Alberta alone, posing 
a greater danger to the average 
storm-watcher, but Kulak rarely 
receives information from the 
public on those. 

Joe Vonesch, who has 
chased storms in central Al¬ 
berta for a decade, said he’s 
been a bit busier this year, but 
added he discredits 90-95 per 
cent of the so-called “tornado” 
photos people send to him. 

“The knowledge just isn’t 
out there,” he said.

Minister ‘dumbfounded’ 
by AHS expense scandal

Alberta Health Minister Fred 
Home has promised to get to 
the bottom of how a senior 
ofiBcial was allowed to rack 
up hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in expenses for eveiy- 
thing from fancy meals to car 
repairs. 

Home admits he didn’t 
know about Allaudin Merali’s 
previous troubles over simi¬ 
lar spending when he was a 
health consultant in Ontario. 


Nor does he know if the board 
who hired Merali as chief fi¬ 
nancial officer for Alberta 
Health Services knew an 3 Ahing 
either. 

‘I’m as much dumbfoimded 
by this as anyone else,’ Home 
said Thursday, the day after 
Merali’s sudden resignation. 

Sheila Weatherill ran the 
Capital Health regional au¬ 
thority that approved Merah’s 
expenses. She resigned Wed¬ 
nesday night from her current 
position on the board of Al¬ 
berta Health Services. 

Home said Merah’s expens¬ 
es were allowable imder mles 
in place at the time. Those 
mles have since been changed, 
he said. 

Home promised ah expense 


claims wiU soon be posted on- 
hne and that the results of his 
investigation will be made 
public. 

Not good enough, said op¬ 
position members of the legis¬ 
lature. 

‘(Home) should know the 
backgroimd of the chief finan¬ 
cial officer of Alberta Health 
Services,’ said Wildrose MLA 
Shayne Sasldw. 

‘Apparently, the minis¬ 
ter just appoints the Alberta 
Health superboard and then 
he just walks away ... The 
health minister has to be ac¬ 
countable.’ 

NDP Leader Brian Mason 
said there’s no way Alberta 
should have rehired Merali.

The Glenrose Rehabilitation 
Hospital marked the first an¬ 
niversary of its virtual reality 
rehabihtation equipment that 
can be highly customized to fit 
patient needs. 

The Computer-Assisted 
Rehabihtation Environment 
(CAREN) system is a spht-belt 
treadmiU platform with mo¬ 
tion hydrauhcs, surroimd 
sound and an interactive screen 
that interacts with the patients 
as they complete physical and 
cognitive tasks. 

“When the patients realize 
that they are controlling the 
system by moving their body, 
it ready invests them,” said Dr. 
Jacqueline Hebert, medical ad¬ 
visor for the CAREN system. 

Research on the CAREN sys¬ 
tem’s benefits over traditional 
physiotherapy is ongoing, but 
the future looks bright. In its 
first year, the system has helped

Eg 3 ^t’s new prime minister 
and his cabinet were sworn in 
on Thursday, the first govern¬ 
ment since the election of a 
Muslim Brotherhood leader 
as the country’s first freely 
elected president. 

Prime Minister Hesham 
Kandil asked Eg 5 ^tians to rally 
behind his new government, 
promising it would represent 
all the people and trying to 
deflect the belief that the 
cabinet will be solely under 
the Brotherhood’s sway. 

The cabinet seemed 
designed to avoid any ap¬ 
pearance of Brotherhood 
domination, including several 
members of the out-going, 
military-picked government 
and mainly technocratic 
figures. Still, Brotherhood 
members took four ministries, 
including the key information- 
minister post, which oversees 
state media. 

It also retains in his post 
Hosni Mubarak’s defence 
minister of 20 years. Field 
Marshall Hussein Tantawi, a 
reflection of how the nrihtary, 
which Tantawi heads, still 
holds overwhelming powers 
in the country. The mihtary 
had said weeks ago that it 
would decide who serves as 


defence minister. 

The new government is 
the first since the June 30 
inauguration of President 
Mohammed Morsi, a longtime 
Muslim Brotherhood leader. 

It comes at a time when ten¬ 
sions are mounting over the 
country’s tenuous security, 
recent sectarian violence and 
growing popular discontent 
over issues such as widespread 
power and water outages as 
well as shortages.

Comedian killed 
in Somali streets 

On one of his recent radio 
shows, a popular Somali 
comedian ridiculed com¬ 
manders of a ruthless 
Islamist insurgent group 
that is notorious for 
forcibly recruiting boys 
into its ranks and making 
them fight. 

“Hey young boys, you 
can’t move back from the 
enemy shelling ... instead 
just stay there and fight,” 
the comedian said, taking 
the role of an al-Shabab 
commander speaking by 
phone to his youthful 
troops from an oceanside 


spot, far from the front 
lines. 

Such ribbing may have 
cost comedian Abdi 
Jeylani Malaq his life. On 
Tuesday, the 43-year-old 
Malaq was shot dead near 
his home in Somalia’s 
capital, Mogadishu, by 
two young men suspected 
of belonging to al-Shabab, 
a group that pledges 
fealty to al-Qaida. 

Malaq’s death is the 
latest in a string of what 
appear to be targeted kill¬ 
ings of media workers in 
Somalia. Seven journalists 
have been killed in the 
country this year. Malaq’s 
murder has sparked calls 
for a police investigation.

McClintic pleaded guilty to 
first-degree murder and was 
sentenced to life in prison in 
April 2010. 

Rafferty’s trial lasted 10 
weeks. The jury took about a 
day to render a guilty verdict.

Rafferty missed the 30-day 
deadline to appeal his convic¬ 
tion but asked for an extension, 
attributing the delay to “inabil¬ 
ity to use the telephone to con¬ 
tact legal coimsel.” 

Rafferty, 31, was sentenced 
May 15 in the abduction, rape 
and murder of the Woodstock, 
Ont., girl.

Judging by this mys¬ 
terious photograph, these 
giant ‘ice worms’ sprout¬ 
ing out of the ground. 

This incredible yet 
surreal picture actually 
shows trees buried in 
thick snow, on a land¬ 
scape located close to the 
Arctic Gircle. 

Metro spoke with Ital¬ 
ian photographer Niccolo 
Bonfadini on his eerie, yet 
striking image. 


Behind the lens 


Bonfadini took this stun¬ 
ning shot while camping 
alone in Finland's beauti¬ 
ful Riisitunturi National 
Park. "I was blown away 
by the otherworldly 
landscape, everything was 
white as far as the eye 
could see. Everything was 
frozen," he told Metro. 

The young photographer 
of course faced many 
challenges in this barren 
frozen world. "What 
made the trip harder than 
average was the fact that I 
was completely alone. But 
I prefer it like that, I don't 
like crowds," he said. "My 
backpack weighed about 
30 kilograms. What I ate 


consisted of powdered, 
freeze-dried food. And the 
temperature can go as low 
as -40 C." 

"The morning I took this 
picture was a very special 
one," Bonfadini said. "I 
had slept with my tent on 
top of a hill to watch the 
sunrise. An eerie mist was 
forming around the trees, 
enhancing the mysterious 
atmosphere. The three 
trees were standing right 
in front of me. They im¬ 
mediately appeared to be 
like sentinels to me. That 
is why I decided to name 
the photograph ‘Sentinels 
of the Arctic.'" He added: 
"Some thought they 
were volcanic eruptions 
and clouds. To me they 
seemed to be alive like 



frozen people." 


"I used both a medium 
format analog camera and 
a Canon DSLR camera. 
Some graduated neutral 
density filters placed 
on the lens helped me 
achieve this result. By 
placing the filter's darker 
side against the sky it 
helped to retain more 
details in the lighter parts 
of the image by keeping 
their luminosity down."

All chase, no sci-fi 


Total Recall. Too busy 
to be boring, this 
remake is a decent 
action flick, but falls 
flat as a paranoid 
sci-fi mind-bender 


Richard: Mark, the original 
Total Recall was simultan¬ 
eously beaten up on release 
for its level of violence and 
praised for its complex story. 
The same can’t be said for the 
remake. The body count is 
still high, but the story plays 
more like a high-tech version 
of The Fugitive than a sci- 
fi mind-bender. It’s a pretty 
good chase movie, but the sci- 
fi falls fiat. 

Mark: As does the storyline, 
the characters, the dialogue, 
and most importantly, the 
satire. It’s too busy and kin¬ 
etic to be a boring movie, but 
you don’t care much about 
why all the carnage is taking 


place. I loved the original, Ri¬ 
chard, but it had a nice, slow 
build and was a sly “mind- 
bender” as you call it. I don’t 
know why they had to at¬ 
tempt a remake, unless it was 
to see what would happen 
if you put a real actor in the 
lead. But, sorry, it’s Schwartz- 
enegger 1, Farrell 0. 

RC: Farrell is much more of 
an ever 3 mian than Arnold 
was, but I thought he pulled 
off the running, jumping, 
shooting and stabbing well 
enough. I was more taken, 
though, with the female char¬ 
acters. The original treated 
women like window dress¬ 
ing but here Kate Beckinsale 
and Jessica Biel are given 
meaty, action-packed parts. 
Beckinsale uses all the tricks 
she learned on the Under¬ 
world movies, kicking butt 
and taking names in every 
scene she’s in, and while Biel 
won’t need to wake up early 
on Academy Award day, she 
hands a physically energetic 
performance. 


MB: I liked Biel, but 
Beckinsale’s one expression 
wore thin on me quickly I 
did like the production de¬ 
sign, though it was clearly 
influenced by Blade Rimner. I 
liked the elevators that move 
vertically and horizontally, the 
flying cars were great (and ac¬ 
tually looked credible), but the 
army of hots looked so much 
like George Lucas’ droids that I 
expected Jar Jar Binks to show 
up in a cameo. 

RC: Ha! Beckinsale may only 
have one expression, but 
it’s a pretty good one. As for 
everything else, it seems to 
me the movie values violence 
and action above all — more 
than story, humour or even 
the legendary three-breasted 
hooker who is glimpsed for 
all of two seconds. This movie 
clearly appreciates bullets 
over breasts. 

MB: Good to know where you 
stand on that one, Richard! I 
wouldn’t call it a bad movie, 
but a missed opportunity.

Combing 
mustard with maple syrup 
(also gives) the hotdog a new 
twist.

Fold in the poppy 
seeds, sea salt and pepper. 


2 . Apricots: Heat barbecue to 
medium-high. Baste apricot 
halves with olive oil.

little bourbon or brandy. 

Okra 

“Okra pickles are a great thing 
for people who aren’t sure 
about okra — you reduce its 
slime factor, and it turns into 
something really crisp and deli¬ 
cious,” says McGleUan. 

Kohlrabi 

Poor kohlrabi is famous for be¬ 
ing the last one picked during 
the GSA box draft. But with the 
help of a food processor, this 
little cabbage-like veggie is the 


perfect jar candidate. 

“It’s a really good one for 
pickling,” says McGlellan. “It’s 
super crunchy, and when you 
toss it with a vinegary liquid it 
just becomes bright and crisp 
and all of those things that you 
want in a pickle.” 

Apricots 

“Apricots are one of those fhiits 
that don’t taste spectacular 
plain, but when you cook them 
into jam, it’s spectacular,” says 
McGlellan. “Pick up a quart. 


cook them with a httle bit of 
sugar and you’re done.” 

Whatever you do with jams, 
don’t alter the sugar ratios. “If 
you see a jam recipe and you 
think that’s too much sugar, 
you can’t change the recipe,” 
she warns. “If you slash the 
sugar, you end up with syrup. 
It’s not as if you’re eating a 
whole jar of jam in one sitting 
— or, well, you shouldn’t.”

A silver lining in second place 



Rowing. Canadian 
women 'can’t be 
disappointed’ with silver- 
medal finish behind U.S. 


Andreanne Morin clutched 
her Ol 3 nnpic silver medal, as if 
remembering eveiy early mor¬ 
ning training session and ach¬ 
ing muscle that preceded it. 

“For me this is the culmina¬ 
tion of my 12 years of rowing,” 
said the 30-year-old from Que¬ 
bec City, after Canada’s second- 
place frnish in the women’s 
eight Thursday. “I’m talking 
to you and holding onto this 
(medal) quite tightly, because 
it’s the proof, the material 
proof of what I’ve done. 

“It’s a lot about the journey 
and what you hve with these 
teammates. That’s how I look 
at it today. It was an exception¬ 
al race, it really was.” 

The Canadian women lost 
to an exceptional team. The 
U.S., champions in Beijing, 
have not been beaten in six 
years. 

But it was a photo finish 
in May when the two met at a 
World Cup in Lucerne, Switz¬ 


erland, where the U.S. won by 
just 0.03 seconds. 

On Thursday, the power¬ 
ful Americans led all the 
way to win in six minutes 
10.59 seconds. The Canadians 
charged at them down the 
stretch, posting the fastest 
splits in the fin^ 1,000 metres, 
but could not peg them back 
and finished in 6:12.06 ahead 
of the Dutch in 6:13.12. 

“I have to take my hat off to 
the U.S. crew,” said Peter Cook- 
son, Rowing Canada’s high 
performance director. “We ht- 
eraUy did ever 3 fthing we could 
to try to win the race. 

“When you look at all the 
training we did and aU the 
physiology work we did, all the 
recovery work we did with that

group. And they’re an imbehev- 
ably great group of women in 
our Canadian boat.

The women clambered over 
the fence in front of the fidends

and family section to hug loved 
ones and show off their medals 
under the sun at Eton Domey. 

“We went to win and didn’t 
do it, but sure are enjoying the 
silver,” said 52-year-old cox¬ 
swain Lesley Thompson-Willie. 

“No regrets, great race.” 

Lauren Wilkinson of North 
Vancouver said the Canadians 
had given it their all. 

“Obviously we wish that 
our bow had been in front but 
we just gave it our everything,” 
said Wilkinson. “I don’t think a 
single person in that boat had 
an 3 fthing left in the tank. So we 
have no regrets even though it 
wasn’t necessarily the colour of 
medal we had hoped for.” 

Added Winnipeg’s Janine 
Hanson: “Silver’s great. We 
can’t be disappointed with that 
at all.” 

The medal was the second 
for Canadian rowers here. The 
men’s eight won silver behind 
Germany on Wednesday. 

Also on the Canadian team 
were Ashley Brzozowicz of 
London Ont., Krista Guloien, 
of Port Moody B.G., Darcy 
Marquardt of Richmond B.G., 
Natalie Mastracci of Thorold, 
Ont., and Rachelle Viinberg of 
Regina, the Canadian press 
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Phelps bests Lodite for his fust solo gold in London

Michael Phelps added to his 
medal collection with his first 
individual gold of the London 
Games, and handed Ryan Loch¬ 
te a double disappointment 
on his rival’s final night in the 
pool. 

Phelps set the tone right 
from the start Thursday to be¬ 
come the first male swimmer 
to win the same individual 
event at three straight Olym¬ 
pics, capturing the 200-metre 
individual medley for his 20th 
career medal — and 16th gold. 
He touched in 1 minute, 54.27 
seconds, just off his winning 
time in Beijing, but still good 


enough for gold. Lochte settled 
for silver and Hungaiy’s Laszlo 
Gseh took the bronze. 

So a farewell games that 
started as a bit of a disappoint¬ 
ment for Phelps is definitely 
looking up. He’s now won two 
golds and two silvers in five 
races — not up to his standards 
when he went 8-for-8 in China 
four years ago, but a fitting cap¬ 
per to a briUiant career that still 
has two more events to go. 

As soon as Phelps fciished 
off Lochte, he hopped out of the 
pool and headed to the nearby 
diving well to warm down, 
knowing he still had a semi¬ 


final of the 100 butterfly before 
the night was done. He was the 
top qualifier in that one, setting 
up a rematch in Friday’s fin^ 
against Milorad Cavic — a Serb¬ 
ian who still seems to think he 
got to the waU first in Beijing 
but lost by a hundredth of a 
second. 

“Going into every caU room, 
I said it’s my last semifinal or 
my last prelim or my last semi 
of the 100 fly, so tonight is the 
last semi ever,” said Phelps, who 
plans to retire from swimming 
as soon as he touches the wall 
for the final time in London. 
“We’re kind of chalking up all

Track-and-field. 2008’s 
100-metre champion 
wants to be ‘living 
legend,' but will face big 
test in countryman Blake 


By the time Usain Bolt’s 
showboating, record-break¬ 
ing, gold-gobbling act on the 
track got revved up at the 
Beijing Games four years ago, 
Michael Phelps was already 
firmly established as the star 
of those Ol 3 mipics. 

Nothing anyone did — 
even Bolt’s unprecedented 
sweep of the 100, 200 and 
4x100-metre relay with best- 
in-history times — could pos¬ 
sibly steal the spotlight from 
Phelps and his eight-gold per¬ 
formance in the pool.

After 
missing out on a 
medal in Beijing by 
less than a centimetre, 
the 345-pounder has 
worked his way up 
international rankings 


Dylan Armstrong has worked 
the last four years for this day, 
when he hopes to erase the dis¬ 
appointment of Beijing with 
one laimch of the shot put. 

The 31-year-old from Kam¬ 
loops, B.G., competes on the 
first day of track and field Fri¬ 
day at the London Olympics, 
four years after he missed a 
medal by less than a centi¬ 
metre and finished fourth at 
the Beijing Games. 

Since then, the six-foot- 
four, 345-poimd mountain of 
a man has worked his way up 
the international rankings, 
and was No. 1 in the world last 
year. 

Armstrong is Ganada’s top 
hope for a track and field med¬ 
al in London, but the shot put 
field is stacked, and the Gan- 



adian believes there are up to 
six throwers that could climb 
the top step of the podium — 
including Americans Ghristian 
GantweU, Reese Hoffa and 
Ryan Whiting, ranked No. 1-3 
in the world. 

Athletics Ganada head 
coach Alex Gardiner believes 
Armstrong is on pace for a 
strong performance. 

“He’s recorded a couple of 
workouts that have been bet¬ 
ter than any he’s had in his

life,” Gardiner said. “When I 
heard from him three days ago 
that he had a personal best in 
one of his training sessions, I 
know that he’s ready. And he’s 
honest as the day is long.” 

Armstrong, who’s been 
training in Portugal since the 
Olympic trials last month in 
Galgary, has battled back from 
an elbow injury that kept him 
out of the final at the world 
indoor championships. He 
goes into the event with the 
eighth-best throw in the world 
this year — 21.50 metres. His 
Canadian record, set last year, 
is 22.21. 

“He’s ready, he’s healthy,” 
Gardiner said. “The elbow 
problem he had is gone. He’s 
protecting his energy right 
now.”
